If the council’s spotters were self-appointed snoope 
or buaybodies and perhaps out to make mischief, if 
limponsible volunteers could get into the act, mo- 
tofiita might regard the program antagonistically and 
with justified resentment. But the watchers are driv¬ 
ers with excellent records—truckers, nleamen and the 
like—carefully screened to make sure that personal 
prejudice or animosity will not enter into the picture. 
And so far, the record seems to indicate that they have 
shown a large degree of tolerance. Not as many let¬ 
ters have been sent to erring drivers as might have 
been anticipated. 

It is early yet to judge how successful the cam¬ 
paign will be. ^t its sponsors claim that already, in 
the spaoa of a little over a week, effects are noticeable 
in a more careful and courteous attitude on Vancou¬ 
ver’s streets. 

Victoria and other B.C. communities are no less 
In need of improvement in this respect than the main¬ 
land metropolis, and their .safety authorities and pro¬ 
moters should be watching the experiment with keen 
Interest.

Performanoa should be the 
measure of a man. The goal of 
dvil rights programs in Am- 
lerioa should be to give every 
one ■ diance to maloh hla per¬ 
formance on an equal bulo 
agalnat any other. But hla per-' 
formance must ba up lo him. 


The ‘Sure’ Cures 


HAVE come a long way within the memory of 

living men and women toward ending fraudu¬ 
lently extravagant sales pitches to the gullible by 
makers of medicine. 

A long way, for inriance, since a “celebrated 
F‘ranch cure” was advertised in the Colonist aa being 
“aold on a positive guarantee to cure any form of 
nervous disease, whether arising from the exoearive 
lue of stimulants, tobacco or opium or through indis¬ 
cretion, etc., such as Loss of Brain Power, Wakeful- 
nara. Hysteria, Nervous Prostration, Dizzineas, Weak 
Memory, Loss of Power, which if neglected often lead 
to premature old age or insanity.” That was seventy 
years ago. 

Or since, a little farther back, a sarsaparilla prep¬ 
aration was (kscribed as a powerful driergent for 
every portion of the system "when the blood is thick, 
the circulation clogged and the humours of the body 
are rendered unhealthy by the groai and greasy aecre- 
tions of the winter months.” 

'This medicine was called "the permanent nire of 
the moat dangerous and confirmed caaes of Scrofula 
or King's Evil, Old Sores, Boils, Tumors, Abcesses and 
Ulcers” and also ”a sure and reliable remedy for Salt 
Rheum. Ring Worm, Tetter, Scald Head, Scurvy, White 
Swellings and Neuralgic Afflictioas. , .” 

Then there was the vegetable pain killer, “the 
grMtast family medicine of the age,” which was 
claimed, if taken internally, to cure sudden colds, 
cougha, etc.; weak stomach, general debility, liver 
complaints, Asiatic cholera, dysentery and othier ail¬ 
ments, and if used externally to cure boils, severe 
burns and scalds, cuts, bruises and sprains, swelled 
joints, ringworm, frosted feet, toothache, chilblaias 
and rheumatism 

And there were the pills said to “inevitably cure” 
a whole alphabetical string of ailments ranging from 
asthma to skin diseases. 

Such advertising belongs, fortunately, to the past. 
But we have not travelled the full road yet. 

The U.S. Food and Drug Administration haa re¬ 
cently ordered drug manufacturers to prove their 
claims of affectlveneas of antibiotics In a variety of 
compounds, and to do ao within a short time. And 
makara are complaining that the deadline is too clcee 
even to devlae taeta, let alone carry them out. 

The public may well hope that the day ia near 
whan the final step will be taken Jo secure truthful¬ 
ness in the adverUaing of medk-ines—when the test 
will have to precede the boast.

Some of our summer flown’ing 
shruba are now due tor their annual 
prublng, notably thoae which flowtr 
best on young wood: Mock Orange, 
Deutzia, and to a lesser extent, the 
Dlervills are typical examples of thia 
group. Remove straggly growths 
first, then thin out some of the older 
wood to make room tor vigorous new 
flowering shoots. As with all shrub 
pruning, try to maintain the natural 
habit of the ihrub In question: 
nothing, looks worse than a sixolled 
pruning which la nothing more nor 
leas than a crew cut! 

a e * 

The majority of shrubs can be 
raised quite easily by cuttings, and 
this is a very good time of the year 
to take and root them. Firm shoots 
of this year’s growth are beat, and 
the prunkiga of Mock Orange and 


aimilar ahiTiba will root readily If 
trimmed up, lower leaves removad. 
and with the cut end moistened and 
dipped in a hormone rooting powder. 
Th^ ran be inserted in a shady bed 
of sandy soil In the open garden, or 
In a latbxovered coldframe. 

This is a good menth for tlie 
propagation of other plants beutdes 
shrubs, lliere la still time, for In¬ 
stance, to Increase boi-drr carnaliona 
by layering, and it Is certainly worth¬ 
while lo raise some new young planti 
for the oldsters have a habit of 
becoming leggy aiMl untidy after a 
few yean. Old plants, too, come down 
min-r readily uAlh dtscase and become 
sources of infection lo other plants. 

* e * 

'The growth habit of the bolder 
carnation lends itself to the layering 
process, and It is quite easy to raise 
a number of young plants from Just 
a few old ones. Select the most con¬ 
veniently-placed outer shoots, remove 
the lower leaves, and after making a 
sloping cut halfway through a Joint, 
peg the layer down, burying the half 
cut portion. Water well In dry 
w rather, and by the emd of the season 
the rooted layers may be cut freo 


from the parent plants and planted 
up elaawherr. Perennial pinks don't 
need layering, as they can be propa¬ 
gated easily by pipings, vrhich are 
simply slipa which are pulled off at 
a Joint rather than being cut off, as 
with ordinary cuttings.

Late chrysanthemums In pots 
will require feediiig from time in 
time In order to encourage good 
growth after each stopping. No mal- 
ter how rich the origin^ putting soil, 
constant watering washes sway 
much of the plant food through the 
drainage hole, and this must ha 
replenished. 

As with the feeding of most pot 
plants, a little common sense goes a 
lung way. Never feed according to 
any kind of Axed routine, but go by 
the appearance of the plants. For 
example, if quite a bit of soft, sappy 
growrtb is being produced, no nitrogen 
is needed, but sulphate of potash 
may be given to make for a more 
balanced growth. If the foliage is 
pale and the stems thin, more nitro¬ 
gen is needed, preferably In an 
organic, balanced fertilizer stieh as 
Alginure Liquid Feed or one of the 
kquid fish fertilizers.

The two^XMch Princeton Shut¬ 
tle, one el the Pennsylvania 
Railroad's most Insignificant 
trains.^ Is the giant rail line's 
biggest headache right now. 

Railroad inapeclori deacond- 
ed on the Shuttle'! Hirte short 
milei of track between here 
and Princeton Junction to find 
■ome due aa to how the little 
train made ibe entire trip 
wilhoNt a crew. 


Pennsy authorities admitted 
that the Shuttle made the 
downliiU trip from Princeton 
to Princeton Junction just be¬ 
fore midniglii while the ci'ew 
was having a coffee break. 
Tlie crew said It set the train's 
brakes, so it couldn't have 
take]} off on its own.
